tenant by President: Lincoln. 
He was

e r the w ar he was shifted to the south­ 
ern Pacific, but in 18G0 wo* promoted 
to lieutenant commander and was on 
duty at the Naval academy lor three 
years. 
He then returned to sen duty 
on board the Renlcia and participated j 
In the attack o:i the Ralee river forts 
- .in Korea in 1871.

Admiral Schley took little or no part 
in the celebrated controversy over the 
battle of Santiago, remaining the per­ 
sonal 
friend 
of 
Admiral 
Sampson 
throughout the newspaper w ar waged 
by their supporters. 
Schley did ask 
for an oflicial Inquiry board, which ex­ 
onerated him from all charges made by 
the partisans of Sampson, bnt gave 
tha t officer credit for having planned 
the battle and being In chief com­ 
mand. 
Admiral Dewey, ..the hero of 
Manila Ray and president of the board, 
dissented from these findings and gave 
full credit for the victory to Admiral 
Schley, 
whom 
he 
warmly 
praised. 
T ha t hero himself was modest and 
m agnanim ous enough to say, “There 
is glory enough for all.” 
Admiral Sampson was tw enty miles 
aw a y at the time of the battie, con­ 
ferring with General Shaffer.

for this was criticised.
